You mentioned you're not all that confident 
in your lyrics. Does that explain why some of 
the vocals tend to be a little more obscured? 
I don’t know. I’ve always been a big fan 
of lo-fi music. My brother Hal played with 
Smith Westerns for awhile, and right when 
I started writing music they came out with 
their first album, which was real scuzzy, 
bedroom-recorded [bleep]. I haven’t thought 
about it much. It’s definitely a stylistic thing, 
but maybe it’s also a self-conscious thing. 


It’s interesting your brother played with 
Smith Westerns, considering you’re com- 
pared with them so often. 

Yeah. He was a touring drummer with 
them for a couple years. It’s something that 
was around me when I started writing songs,

Sandra Delgado makes 
big moves in Victory 
Gardens world premiere 


By Julia Borcherts | For REDEYE 

Sandra Delgado does not shy away from 
provocative play titles. The Chicago 
native, a founding member of Collabo- 
raction—where her husband, Anthony 
Moseley, is the artistic director—and an 
ensemble member and former artistic 
director of Teatro Vista, shared the Step- 
penwolf stage with Jimmy Smits earlier 
this year in “The Mother[bleep]er with 
the Hat.” Now, she’s starring in a world 
premiere drama by Luis Alfaro (“Oe- 
dipus el Rey”), called “Mojada,” which 
roughly translates to “wetback,” slang for 
an illegal Mexican immigrant. 

In this modern re-imagining of the 
Greek myth, “Medea”—which is set in 
Pilsen and focuses on immigration, fam- 
ily, mysticism and more— Delgado stars 
as a woman who crosses from Mexico 
into the US. illegally with her husband 
and a female friend but can’t escape her 
betrayal-laden past. 

We called Delgado to talk about her 
time spent in Pilsen, working with Jimmy 
Smits and that one time she was in a teen 
rap group that opened for Kris Kross.

Her Pilsen connections: “My 
family’s Colombian, but we ad- 
opted a lot of Mexican culture. My 
parents got here in the mid-’60s 
and there was such a big Mexican 
population here in Chicago; we 
grew up eating Mexican food. 
[Laughs.] We would often go to 
Pilsen and Little Village once a 
week to have dinner on Friday or 
Saturday night.” 


Her first showbiz break: “[In 
high school] my friend Barb and | 
... took the train downtown ... and 
we sang all day [in the “L’” tunnels] 
and made some money. [Laughs.] 
And then... these guys came up 
to us. It was like out of a movie: 
“We're record producers, here’s 
our card, give us a call.’ They were 
putting together a group witha 
guy rapper and three girl singers. 
Barb and | became part of this 
group [called C Schmoove and 


the First Family] and recorded 
some songs and we did a lot of 
concerts, mostly for teen clubs. 
Our big gig was opening up for 
Kris Kross at the Riviera. There’s 
nothing like 2,000 screaming 
kids wanting you to get off- 
stage because they want to see 
Kris Kross. [Laughs.] Keeping ya 
humble.”

ally thought those were my two 
choices ...so | went to U of | here 
in Chicago, which has a great med 
program, and | was miserable.
